2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-20 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the limitations of 
an electrical contacting making device for a tension element (rope) of an elevator with a connector having a conductive and tension 
member which penetrates the coating over at least one tension member as well as a restraining portion opening with a dimension 
ratio such that the connector remains on a selected side of the restraining portion. 

Claims 1-20 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus meet industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry. 
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
